B. RATIONALE: MILITARY POSITION FUTURE POWER STRUCTURE 
UNCLEAR BUT WARRANTS CONSIDERABLE ATTENTION WHICH 
HERETOFORE HAS PROVED DIFFICULT. BUREAUCRATS LARGE 
AMORPHOUS GROUP WITH CONSIDERABLE INDIVIDUAL POWER 
AND AMBITION BUT WITHOUT ANY INSTITUTIONAL UNITY 
ACROSS MINISTRY LINES. MEDIA AND EDUCATION 

SECTORS TRADITIONAL AREAS CONTACT. NO SPECIFIC 
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YOUTH FOCUS HERE AS, ONCE AGAIN, NO COHESIVE 
YOUTH GROUPS EXIST. LABOR HIGHLY CONTROLLED 
SECTOR WITH FEW PROMISING YOUTH BUT WORTH SOME 
ATTENTION. NATIONAL YOUTH ORGANIZATIONS UNIVERSALLY 
IMPOTENT BUT DO REPRESENT IDENTIFIABLE CONCENTRATION 
YOUNG PEOPLE. 

C. SHORT TERM IMPACT: LACK OF ANY INSTITUTIONAL BASIS 
YOUTH IN ABOVE GROUPS WOULD MAKE THEIR IMPACT 
MINIMAL EXCEPT AS INDIVIDUALS.
